DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 
1 . The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Claim 1 is allowable over the art of record because the prior art does not teach a 
switch which controls the operation of the circuit for wireless communication 
independently of the operation of the electronic circuit, in combination with the 
remaining claimed limitations. Claims 23 and 30 are allowable over the art of record 
because the prior art does not teach a generating unit which generates a signal to turn off 
the communication circuit, the communication circuit being turned off in accordance with 
the signal, in combination with the remaining claimed limitations.
